The 1932 construction program of 
the state highway departm ent calls 
for expenditures for improvement® 
well in excess of $20,000,000. 
The program is still in its ten ta­ 
tive stage and the details will not 
be worked out until early winter, be­ 
cause officials of the departm ent at 
present are busy w ith the 1931 pro­ 
gram ’s building operations. 
Added to the money the state can 
produce itself for road improvement, 
it will receive federal aid of approx­ 
imately $5,600,000 for 
1932. This 
money m ust be m atched dollar for 
dollar by the state, making a total 
of $11,200,000 available for roads on 
the federal-aid system next year. 
T his money can be spent only on 
roads which are used for mail routes 
or could be used for m ilitary pur­ 
poses. 
T he federal governm ent lim its its 
contribution to a maximum of $15,- 


000 a mile. At th a t rate the federal- 
aid money, when matched, will be 
sufficient to build approximately 375 
miles of high-type surface. 
W hen construction ends this year, 
about 1800 miles of the original state 
highway system will remain unim ­ 
proved. This mileage, consisting of 
roads placed under the state's care 
from 1911 to 1927, is to be surfaced 
in its entirety during 1932. accord­ 
ing to the present plans of the high­ 
way departm ent. The departm ent 
this year reduced the unimproved 
mileage of the original system from 
more than 3000 to 1800 miles, bv 
building more th an 350 miles of 
“high type” surface with 
federal 
aid. and using the “light type’’ con­ 
struction on more than 800 miles 
from its own unds. The “light type’* 
.surface is sim ilar to the rural road 
improvements, consisting of a course

LENGTH OF LIFE INCREASES 
(From Elkhart (Ind.) Truth) 
Our busy census bureau, which has been giving so m any quips and 
turns to the stuck of figures about our population gathered last year, 
has discovered th a t the length of life is increasing in the United 
States. T here are more old people with us now than were counted a 
decade ago, but unfortunately, fewer youngsters. 
Under the heading, “twenty-one or over,” the bureau num bered 
72,943,624 as compared with 60,886,520 in 1920. 
Persons between 25 
and 44 were described as being in the most productive period of life, 
and last year there were 36.152,869 of them. Although the country’s 
citizens increased 16.1 per cent as a whole, rising from 105,710,620 to 
122,000.000. there were only 2,190.791 infants under one in 1930 against 
2,257,255 ill 1920. 
Perhaps these differences will be emphasized as a result of the eco­ 
nomic depression which may have the effect of increasing good health 
as the result of less luxurious living and a t the same tim e discouraging 
families of num erous children. 
Discoveries are constantly being m ade for better and more con­ 
venient living in our homes, offices and factories, and the public is 
being educated more and more to observe rules of health and san ita­ 
tion. All this tends to increase the span of hum an life. 
T h at is naturally gratifying. B ut are we in the m eantim e increasing 
and bettering the span of our social and economic life? Doubtless we 
are progressing some along th a t line but not so far as we should. 
After all, the length of life is relative in its value. W hat m atters it 
if a m an or woman lives to be IOO if th a t Pierson has never had an 
original thought or a laudable accom plishm ent on record? Some people 
crowd several ordinary lives into a few years. K eats died a t the age 
of 26, and yet m any regard him as having been the greatest of English 
poets. Theodore Roosevelt was 61 years old when he died, but he was 
famous in his 30’s, had organized the “Rough Riders” a t 40 and a t­ 
tained the presidency three years later. 
If there is to be any value to the extension of hum an life, it m ust 
be made w orth while through actual accomplishm ents in helping to 
make ourselves and those about us more worthy of living.

MAILS HEAVY VV TH WORLD SERIES APPLICATIONS

New York (AP)—The storm th at’s 
shaped and acts like an exploding 
doughnut— 
That is the West Indian hurri- 
Vf ane, the most recent of which has 
laid waste Belize, British Honduras, 
killing more than a thousand per­ 
sons and injuring many more. 
The do Jghnut metpnivv rir.d what 
happens to it go far to clarify the 
reasons why these annual hurri­ 
canes are like so much dynamite. 
In the West 
Indies, where it 
fort* *, tho hurricane is relatively 
small and compact, round as a 
doughnut, with its center a true 
hole an area of cairn air. .■'lmmt 
perfectly circular in shape, walled 
about with winds circling like a 
giant pin wheel at IOO miles an 
hour or more. 
This wind doughnut does not ex­ 
plode 
quickly. It 
gyrates 
about 
somewhat like the Fourth of July 
whizzers, which spin cai an u\i 
much faster than their motion of 
forward travel. 
Travel 20 Miles An Hour 
The hurricanes travel ahead at 
15 to 20 miles an hour, generally at 
last 
curving 
off 
north-eastward 
across 
the Atlantic. 
But 
many 
wander 
due 
west 
and 
others 
straight north, to blow themselves 
out against Mexico or over the 
United States. 
It is during the compact, dough­ 
nut-shaped form that the hurricane 
wrecks cities, and lays waste even 
entire islands. 
How much force is packed in this 
small area appears after the dough­ 
nut has “exploded.” and started to 
spread in all directions. 
It does this by expanding. It 
is not unusual for one such ex­ 
panded hurricane to fill about one- 
third of the North Atlantic ocean. 
It is still a gigantic whirl, but no 
longer violent, no longer packing a 
hole at its center. 
This hole—the area of almost 
dead calm—is from IO to 20 miles 
In diameter. It is a column of a r 
which 
weighs 
considerably 
less 
than ordinary, due to light atmos­ 
pheric pressure 
It it rising rapid­ 
ly 
This area of lessened weight at 
the hurricane’s surface may be one 
of the factors in the power of these 
storms to pile up sea water into 
tidal 
waves 
which 
usually 
take 
I 
more lives than the w’ind. 
200 Mile Diameter 
From the hole at the center to 
the outer edges of the doughnut 
is usually not more than 120 miles 
That means about a 200 mile di­ 
ameter for the storm 
While there may be bad weather 
still farther out. this distance of 
IOO miles from the center is about 
the limit of real peril. 
Often the danger zone is much 
smaller, extending barely 50 miles 
from 
the center. 
But large or 
smott, these wind doughnuts all 
whirl counter-clockwise and their 
winds always spiral inward. 
The nearer the center these in­ 
ward spirals get the faster they 
travel. The velocity may be only 
20 miles an hour at the outer edge 
of the doughnut, but 
near the 
center they' hit it up around IOO. 
This is an evidence of the tremend­ 
ous atmospheric pressures for out 
side the doughnut, which squeeze 
it from all sides and convert it into 
a blow-of! valve for the extra aerial 
energy hovering above both half 
an ocean and also over a fair slice 
of nearby continent.

Maxton 
earnestly believes 
hie socialism and he lives it as 
vigorously as he preaches it. 


He is 41 years old now and has 
held a Clydeside seat in parlia­ 
ment since 1922. A member of the 
Independent labor party nearly 25 
years, he has since 1926 been the 
party's chairman. 
Since his conversion to socialism 
Maxton has been a propagandist, 
anc that is the function of his par­ 
ty in its relation to the labor party 
proper. 
His father was a schoolmaster, 
and Maxton was trained for that 
profession 
at 
Glasgow university 
where he received his master’s de­ 
gree. 
He taught school lr. that city for 
a fe wyears, devoting all his deisure 
time to propaganda work, on his 
holidays visiting the remote sections 
of the highlands. 
When the great war broke he 
threw* 
himself 
into 
his 
party’s 
work against it and under the mili­ 
tary service acts was compelled to 
give up his place 
as a teacher. 
One of his speeches was held to be 
seditious, and he served a prison 
term. 
Maxton pays scant attention to 
his 
appearance. HU hair 
grows 
long, droops over 
one eye. 
His 


clothes usually need pressing. 
But he is an orator of ability, 
with a deep, rich Scotch voice of 
seasoned power and a quick Scotch 
wit that lashes out to flick his op­ 
ponents. 
His power in the house comes 
less from his debating ability, how­ 
ever, than his uncompromising de­ 
votion to his socialist ideals. 
In 
him crystallizes the militant left­ 
wing socialism of his party, de­ 
manding all speed toward “social­ 
ism in our time.” 
His private life is starkly social­ 
istic. 
W ith 
several 
other 
left 
wingers he lives in a house in B at­ 
tersea, where each does a share of 
the cleaning, cooking and other 
housework. They have no luxuries. 
He lives largely on tea and ciga­ 
rets, and often his dinner is com­ 
posed of sandwiches bought at the 
house bar. 
He is a widower, with one son, 
and lives on his salary as a mem­ 
ber of parliament. Although that 
pay is being cut from $2,000 to 
$1,800, he will not even take 
the 
income that might be his by writ­ 
ing for capitalistic newspapers. 


Washington 
(AP) — Elimination 
of trade barriers between the 21 re­ 
publics of the western hemisphere 
is to be discussed at length here in 
October at the fourth Pan-American 
Commercial conference. 
Representatives 
of the govern­ 
ments and business will be assem­ 
bled for the sessions, with a large 
part of the program set aside for 
studying economic agreements 
to 
improve commercial relations. 
U. S. Attitude Cool’ 
A customs union proposal is ex­ 
pected to be brought to the floor 
during the week’s conference short­ 
ly after it opens October 5. but the 
consensus of American observers is 
the United States will greet the idea 
coolly. 
Trade experts, however, point out 
the most important question for 
this country would be to what ex­ 
tent it w’ould enjoy tariff conces­ 
sions granted one another by par­ 
ticipating nations, in view’ of its 
most favored nation agreements. 
Customs union proposals in the 
past have come from the South and 
Central American nations, desirous 
of increasing their market in this 
country for raw materials. 
Observ­ 
ers here hold to the theory the 
United States bought virtually all 
it 
could, 
anyway, 
from 
these 
sources. 
E. L. Bacher, of the foreign com­ 
merce section of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce—official or­ 
ganization of big and little business 
in the nation, suggested to the Pan- 
American union support of two pre­ 
vious conventions toward eliminat­ 
ing trade barriers. 
One agreement was for simplifica­ 
tion of customs formalities 
and 
the other urger abolition of import 
and export prohibitions and restric­ 
tions. 
Erwin W. Windney, of the same 
organization, 
said 
that 
“as 
the 
American nations are in themselves 
I Independent of the rest of the 
world economically, 
a thorough 
(study should be given to the sub­ 
ject of agreements between the 
American nations, first between in- 
I dividual countries and later between 
groups.” 
J. Gonzalez Campo, minister of 
finance of Guatemala, urged an “in­ 
ternational means of doing away 
with sanitary prohibitions and re­ 
strictions when they are not appli­ 
cable to a certain country or area,” 
rather than using them “as a pre­ 
text to close a market” to products 
of other countries.
